FOREWORD 


Following in the footsteps of another is not, 
perhaps, the most pleasant of occupations, but 
at least it has its advantages. In the present in> 
stance, where a Bibliography of Barrie is the 
purpose, the compiler has been greatly aided 
by Herbert Garland’s previously published 
work on the same subject. Without the guiding 
influences of Mr. Garland’s book this volume 
would not at the present time be possible. 

Chiefly, this compiler has been concerned 
with the American editions of Barrie’s works, 
the sifting out and pinning down of the vast 
amount of piratical pubUcations v^hich were the 
forerunners of the authorized Scribner editions. 
And when it is considered that descriptions of 
the Scribner publications demand for them- 
selves a large amount of space, it will be seen 
readily that the material supplied by America 
is sufficient to constitute a book in its own right. 
A book, yet not a Bibliography. Hence the Eng- 
lish editions, with those corrections and addi- 
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dons made possible by careful invesdgadon, 
have been included in die hope of accomplish- 
ing a fairly definitive result. 

In regard to both English and American edi- 
tions of Barrie’s works I have been particularly 
fortunate in being able to examine one or more 
copies of practically every book. Collations have 
been made, therefore, from the books them- 
selves and, when possible, compared with Mr. 
Garland’s findings. 

The task of compiling the American piratical 
publications has led to many startling and inter- 
esting results. Few books could offer more 
points of interest than A Tillyloss Scandd, The 
Little Minister, A Powerftd Drug and others 
belonging in the same pirate classification. The 
grotesque designs on their front covers and the 
confused jumbling of their inner pages are of 
significant value from an historical standpoint, 
revealing, as they do, the .craftiness of book- 
making rather than the art. Such books belong 
to an age peculiarly individual in its originality 
but singularly questionable in its motives and 
methods. Such an age can only be one of cold, 
hard commercialism seeking its gain through 
the comfortable security of legal protection, 
with utter disregard and abuse of personal 
rights. Happily, the age of piracy has long since 
been at an end, killed through the efiorts of 
legitimate publishers who favoured interna- 
tional copyright. But the fact remains that in 
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the whole story of American publishing there 
is probably no more interesting chapter than the 
one contributed by the so termed “banditti” of 
the book world. 
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A NOTE ON THE AMERICAN PIRATED 
EDITIONS 


The ethical circumstances under which an au- 
thor was published originally matters little to 
the collector. If anything, the more unusual the 
conditions the greater the interest; and so it is 
that the American pirated editions of Barrie 
loom ever larger in the minds of collectors and, 
in many instances are preferred to their more 
conventionally issued English editions. 

Their inclusion in a complete collection sets 
them off as the lovable ragamuflSns of an other- 
wise royal assemblage. Regarding them, Barrie 
has been quoted as saying, “I disown them.” 
Which statement, perverse as is the whim of the 
collector, makes these pirated editions all the 
more desirable. Witness Thomas Moult in his 
Barrie: “It need hardly be mentioned that these 
disowned volumes are valued by book-collectors 
more highly today than the majority of the au- 
thorized publications.” Recent prices bear out 
Moult’s point. In 1928 Clement Shorter’s copy 
of A Holiday in Bed brought at auction. 
A Tilly loss Scandal brings a price of at least 
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$100, the first American edition of The Utde 
Minister recently fetched $ioo, and Two of 
Them has been catalogued at $135. 

The story of Barrie’s books in America is 
closely bound with the activities of the United 
States Book Company, a huge organization 
which combined legitimate and unethical pub- 
lication methods with varied and contradictory 
enterprise. This company was not of the class 
of Ogilvie, Optimus, Ivers, Allison or Lupton 
— firms which specialized in pirating, sparing 
not even the United States Book Company’s au- 
thorized publications. For the United States 
company, through industrious garnering by 
Walcott Balestier had secured the right to pub- 
lish in America the works of more than fifty 
British authors. Barrie was not of this list. But 
that did not prevent their publishing eight 
books of his. For one of these, The Little Min- 
ister, they paid the author ;^25 for American 
rights, a sum named by Barrie himself. For the 
others, they did not trouble to consult the 
author, possibly because The Little Minister 
had in turn been pirated from the United States 
company by numerous other firms. Their 
activities and those of the other pirates were 
considerably lessened in 1896 when Charles 
Scribner’s Sons became Barrie’s authorized 
publishers. 

The activities of the United States Company 
and its affiliated concerns are important to the

collector, for they help to establish first appear- 
ances. The company was formed in July, 1890, 
as a reorganization of the John W. Lovell Com- 
pany, and for about a year books published by 
them bore the imprint: “United States Book 
Company, Successors to John W. Lovell Com- 
pany.” Contrary to a previously printed list of 
twenty-two firms, this company at the time of 
its organization controlled only these five sub- 
sidiaries: Seaside Publishing Company (Sea- 
side Library and Monro’s Library), National 
Publishing Company, International Publishing 
Company, Empire Publishing Company, and 
Hovendon Company. Sometime in 1891 (the 
records are missing), another subsidiary, the 
Lovell, Coryell Company was added. In March, 
1893, the United States Book Company went 
into receiver’s hands and John W. Lovell 
formed a separate enterprise, the Lovell Book 
Company, at 23 Duane Street, New York- 
Frank F. Lovell formed still another firm, the 
Home Book Company, at 142 Worth Street, 
New York. A Tillyloss Scandd was the only 
Barrie item that he published. 

Under the direction of Receiver Charles 
Gould the firm continued to do business and 
on May i, 1893 the stock of all subsidiaries 
was moved to the address of the United States 
Book Company at 5 and 7 East i6th Street, New 
York. Therefore books by Barrie published un- 
der the imprint of Lovell, Coryell bear the i6th 
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Street address from May, 1893 until the time of 
the next removal which was in 1896. 

In 1896 the United States Book Company re- 
organized and changed its name to the Ameri- 
can Publishers Corporation, creditors accepting 
stock in the new firm. With the exception of 
Lovell, Coryell all the companies mentioned 
were absorbed and their names eliminated in the 
same year. The next year, the Lovell, Coryell 
name was also dropped. The address of the 
American Publishers Corporation was 310-318 
Sixth Avenue, New York. It will thus be noted 
that none of the Barrie items with the Sixth 
Avenue address could have been first editions, 
as no new titles were issued subsequent to the 
reorganization. 

In 1898 the American Publishers Corporation 
went out of existence and was succeeded by a 
plate renting company which carried on for a 
year. When it, too, went out of business, plates 
were sold to any and all publishers. The evi- 
dence seems to be that A. L. Burt purchased 
most of the Barrie plates. 

The story of this massive publishing organi- 
zation makes a separate and fascinating story 
for the collector. Here we have noted only those 
developments which bear on the authenticity of 
the first American editions of Barrie, the impor- 
tance of which is recognized in this bibliog- 
raphy. For the alert collector can not say with 
Barrie, “I disown them.”

The cloth edi- 
tion has “Idylls” on the spine and on the tide- 
page also. 

It is of further interest to note that fly-tides 
were disdained; and, while An Edinburgh 
Eleven appears on the title-page, it is the sub- 
title only: Pencil Portraits from College Life 
which appears at the top of p. 279.

Note: There are no records containing information 
about the publication of this book, but the book 
itself presents the only evidence of a two vol- 
ume edition of When A Mans Single and it 
may, therefore, be judged as the first two vol- 
ume edition. The inclusion of The Oval Por- 
trait, without any credit given to Edgar Allan 
Poe as the author is a point of interest. Indeed 
the combining of Barrie and Poe (to com- 
plete a signature) brings together a duo of 
master craftsmen far apart from each other in 
time, geography and mental attitude, and 
makes, on the whole, a rather fascinating part- 
nership. The Oval Portrait first appeared in 
Graham’s Magazine for November, 1842. It was 
not published in book form until after Poe’s 
death when it was included in the first of a four 
volume set entitled The Worlds of the Late 
Edgar Allan Poe, pp. 366-369; published by 
Redfield, New York, (1849). The compiler has 
not been able to find any record that the story 
ever appeared again except in collections of 
Poe’s writings and in miscellaneous collections 
of short stories by numerous authors. The 
pagination — 1 81-186 — is evidence that the story 
was taken from a collection of tales written by 
numerous authors, but the list of books in the 
“Wakefield Series” as contained in the second 
volume does not have a clue, nor docs it list 
any books by Poe. The books listed in the 
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"Wakcfidd Series” run according to number: 
1-50 + 5S-106. It would seem then that seven 
books were omitted, but four other books pub- 
lished by the Prudential Book Company, all 
examined by the compiler, contain the same 
list, while a fifth book contains at the end a 
publisher’s catalogue of several books already 
mentioned in the previously consulted list. The 
assumption is, therefore, that Nos. 51-57 were 
never published and that The Ot/al Portrait 
which was originally designed for one of those 
volumes was, because of its length, used as a 
“filler” for the two volume edition of When A 
Man's Single. 

Other bibliographical points arc as follows: the 
two vols. are not uniform, one being brown-grey 
and the other grey, and the front covers differ in 
design; the first voL is called “Part I” on the 
front cover and the second vol. is called “VoL 
11” on the front cover; title-pages are different; 
the second vol. has the price, “loc,” at the top of 
the front cover, while the first vol. has no price; 
on the back cover of each vol., Ben Jonson’s 
name is misspelled “Johnson;” the first vol. is 
printed on laid paper and the second is printed 
on pulp. Concerning the Prudential Book Com- 
pany, it was organized by Frank F. Lovell 
probably in 1894 or 1895. As to the exact date 
Mr. Lovell was unable to remember when ques- 
tioned about it. Mr. Lovell in running his busi- 
ness cooperated with several national adver- 
tisers. For instance, a slip containing the tides 
of a number of books was placed in a package 
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of tea. The consumer was informed that any 
of the books would be sent free of charge upon 
receipt of suflficient postage — six cents. The ad- 
dress on the slip was 142 Worth St. which was 
the location of Frank F. Lovell’s Prudential 
Book Company. Here Mr. Lovell attended to 
orders, sending books all over the country. The 
books — he had plates for all of them and used 
the cheapest material — cost less than a cent 
apiece to manufacture. He made a profit of 
about one and a quarter cents on each single 
book sent out and more if the consumer ordered 
in quantity — ^for the directions were to submit 
six cents in postage for each book. In about two 
years Mr. Lovell wanted to give up the business 
in order to follow other plans, but matters had 
got beyond his control. Orders continued to roll 
in long after he had ceased to put his book lists in 
packages of tea, cocoa or coffee. Obviously some 
of the packages could remain on the shelves of 
country stores for a period approaching a year. 
After that, the purchaser might even hold the 
slip a few months before placing an order. In 
accordance with the postal laws Lovell was 
obliged to fill all orders or return the postage. 
One was as simple as the other. The trouble was 
that he wanted to stop altogether. He had be- 
gun in the first place only because he wanted 
something to do, something to take up his mind. 
He at last managed to sell out to a person named 
Charles Clark, a man who found some mys- 
terious delight in being the unknown partner 
or backer of several New York firms. Mr. 
Clark continued to run the Prudential Book 
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Company — openly — ^until about the early part 
of 1900. He added considerably to the list of 
books acquiring plates from F. M. Lupton, who 
had published When A Man*s Single in the 
Bijou Series, number 86, in 1893. Mr. Clark 
printed from these plates, splitting the book into 
two volumes and charging six cents in postage 
for each.

Note: This is the first American edition and the 
first one volume edition of The Little Minister. 
There has, up to this time, been much specu- 
lation as to actual priority of the American edi- 
tion over the English. The English edition, in 
three volumes, first appeared in October, 1891. 
Although the spine of the American edition is 
dated September 22, 1891, the book was not re- 
leased until about November 14, 1891. Lovell 
had planned to issue it in September, and after 
negotiations with Barrie had been completed 
he had the covers made and dated accordingly. 
An inadvertent delay set in, which caused pub- 
lication to be held up and work on the book 
was at a standstill for several weeks. When it 
finally was released, the date on the front cover 
was not changed. 

In view of the fact that The Little Minister 
was an authorized edition there has been, and 
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still is, some confusion as to the reason why it 
was so extensively pirated. Mr. Frank Lovell 
and Mr. V. M. Coryell give conflicting reasons. 
Mr. Coryell said that, according to his memory, 
only a third of the book was copyrighted, but 
he could remember no adequate reason for 
such a peculiar circumstance. Mr. Frank Lovell 
said he thought the book was actually pub- 
lished a few days prior to the passing of the 
International Copyright bill of 1891. But rec- 
ords show that the bill was passed in the Spring 
of 1891. Whatever it was, there was something 
irregular about the copyright and the publishers 
wished to keep it a secret. They might have 
succeeded but for the handicraft of H. M. 
Caldwell. Mr. Caldwell left the employ of 
John W. Lovell a short time before The Ldttle 
Minister was published. He was aware of the 
discrepancy in copyright, and after concluding 
arrangements for establishing his own pub- 
lishing house he bargained with Mr. Lovell for 
the privilege of issuing The Little Minister. In 
order to keep the market to themselves, it was 
agreed that Caldwell’s copies of the book 
should contain on the title-page verso: “Copy- 
right by the United States Book Company, 
1891.” Thus it was hoped that other publishers 
would interpret this notice to mean that Lovell 
was merely aiding a man who had formerly 
worked for him. Lovell’s reputation for lend- 
ing a helpful hand to his friends was also fig- 
ured to encourage the ruse. For quite some 
time it was successful and the pirates kept their 
distance. But the true story finally got out, with 
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the result that “Little Ministers” nearly over- 
ran the country. Plates were rented from 
Lovell and from Caldwell and in nearly every 
instance copyright acknowledgements were 
made to the United States Book Co. But some 
few of the pirates, evidently lacking a sense of 
humor, acknowledged no copyright, and set 
their own type.

Note: Walcott Balestier went to England in the Fall 
of 1889 as the representative of John W. Lovell. 
He continued there in the same capacity after 
Lovell formed the United States ]^ok Com- 
pany. According to John W. Lovell, he ad- 
vanced the money — $5000 — which enabled Bal- 
estier to enter into business with William 
Heinemann. Just what arrangements were made 
as to the division of profits Mr. Lovell did not 
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make clear to the compiler, but he did say that 
after Balestier’s death in Dresden, Dec. he 
(Lovell) agreed to Edmund Gossc’s suggestion 
that Balestier be succeeded by Arthur Waugh. 
Mr. Lovell at the same time declined to advance 
more money because of the financial pressure 
he was under in America. Apparently he just 
dropped out of the firm and the present writer 
is not informed about the final disposition of 
the original investment of $5000, nor docs the 
recent book entitled William Heinemann by 
Frederic Whyte (Heinemann, 1929) throw any 
light on the matter. The point is, however, that 
as soon as Heinemann and Balestier joined 
forces, for the purpose of competing with Tauch- 
nitz on the Continent, Balestier departed for 
Leipzig. This was in November, 1891. Within a 
few weeks after his arrival in Leipzig, Balestier 
went to Dresden where he contracted typhoid 
fever and died on December 6, one week before 
his thirtieth birthday. It is hardly possible, there- 
fore, that the two volume edition of The Little 
Minister was published prior to December.

It 
is interesting to note that prior to 1897 copy- 
right statements contain the name of the 
United States Book Co., and from then on ac- 
knowledgement was made to the American 
Publishers Corp. There is no way of telling the 
date of publication of those books which men- 
tion the United States Book Co., for none of 
them have a date on the title-page. For in- 
stance, the Crowell edition with scenes from 
the play bears the notice: “Copyright by the 
United States Book Company, 1891.” But the 
book could not possibly have been published 
before 1897, the year the play was produced.

Fenno put out another edition in 1901, in the 
“Select Series,” No. 83. Black paper covers, with 
design in silver, and red lettering on the front 
cover. 

Note: A statement issued by Knox in an early an- 
nouncement tells that the first edition of the 
book was sold out before publication date. It is 
reasonable to suppose therefore that copies con- 
taining advt. of York Cliffs and Noah’s Times 
on the outside back cover were of the second 
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edition, or at least were the reason for a second 
issue (provided a few copies were blank and 
the advt. were an afterthought). Some copies 
without the frontispiece picture of the manse 
have been reported. The copy in the Library of 
Congress contains the frontispiece. It is possible 
that the frontispiece, which was inserted, was 
left out of some copies through neglect. 

Source: This is a collection of contributions to peri- 
odicals and, according to a statement contained 
in announcements by the publishers, it was is- 
sued by arrangement with the author. Barrie, 
however, has denied the statement.

9, 16, 23, 30 and Aug. 6, 1891. They originally 
appeared in the Edinburgh Evening Dispatch 
under the tide of A ''Clachan' in Winter, six 
chapters, with the following headings: (i) — 
Life at the Manse, Jan, 4, 1890; (2) — A Wed- 
ding at the Smiddy, Jan. 8, 1890; (l)— Janet's 
Curiosity, ]dsi, 15, 1890; (4) — Teacher M' Queen, 
March 19, 1890; (5) — Arrival of Dr. Dods, 
March 29, 1890; (6) — The Post, May 7, 1890. 
The same order was preserved in the British 
Weekly, except that Arrival of Dr. Dods was 
omitted and the first chapter was entided. Life 
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in a Country Manse. In subsequent American 
printings this first chapter so named, Ufe at 
the Manse in its original appearance in the 
Edinburgh Evening Dispatch, and Ufe in a 
Country Manse in the British Weekly, was 
changed to Janet and Janet and the Minister; 
A Wedding at the Smiddy was changed to 
Uzzie*s Wedding, and The Post was changed 
to The Post on Wheels. These changes in titles 
occur in the Knox publication of An Auld Ucht 
Manse, collated under No. 32. As contained in 
A Tillyloss Scandal, under the title of Ufe in a 
Country Manse, the chapters were altered in 
their chronology: (i) — Janet; (2) — Janet's 
Curiosity; (3) — Teacher M'Queen; (4) — The 
Post; (5) — A Wedding at the Smiddy. Un- 
doubtedly these were printed from the Knox 
edition of An Auld Ucht Manse.

Besides the stories appearing under the title 
Life in a Country Manse, the following were 
printed from the Knox edition of An Auld 
Ldcht Manse: Dite Deuchars, The Biggest Box 
in the World, Shutting a Map, An Invalid in 
Lodgings, Mending a Cloc\. 

Note: A Tillyloss Scandal was not long in dividing 
itself into issues and the trail leading to the 
establishment of one over the other was lengthy 
and meandering. The problem lay in addresses. 
Some copies of the book contained the East 
loth St. address and some the East i6th St. ad- 
dress. As the earliest books of Lovell, Coryell & 
Co. had the former, it was natural to assume 
that the company moved; it was an easy matter 
to trace this down by comparing different copies 
of the firm’s publications. But during the course 
of an interview with Mr. V. M. Coryell, the 
writer was told that Lovell, Coryell & Co. never 
moved, although they took over the publica- 
tions of the United' States Book Co., as did also 
Hovendon and the International Book Co. This 
statement made it appear just as good a theory 
that first copies bore the East i6th St. address, 
the reason for changing to 10th St. being that 
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it was more convenient to receive orders at the 
actual place of publication rather than at the 
United States T^ok Co., which, Mr. Coryell 
stated, had been made into a retail store. Shortly 
after the conversation with Mr. Coryell I came 
across a statement issued by the receiver, Charles 
Gould, which set forth that all subsidiaries of the 
United States Book Co. would have their stock 
and sales rooms moved to 5 and 7 East i6th 
St. This seemed to prove that, in this case, Mr. 
CoryelPs memory was in error; furthermore, 
advertisements subsequent to Gould’s statement 
contained Lovell, Coryell’s address as 5 and 7 
East i6th St. At this point, then, it would seem 
to be definitely settled that the first issue of 
A Tillyloss Scandal, should have the publisher’s 
address, 43, 45 and 47 East Tenth Street. But 
there was still the Tillyloss Scandal issued by 
the Home Book Co. This copy was unheard of 
and had not been considered until the Plaza 
Art Gallery opened the 1929-1930 auction sea- 
son. Among the books listed in the first cata- 
logue of sale was the above publication, claimed 
to be the first edition of A Tillyloss Scandal on 
account of the publisher’s address being 142 
Worth Street, thus proving the release of the 
book before the Home Book Co. moved up- 
town. When all points were considered this 
seemed unsatisfactory, in as much as the exact 
date of removal of the Home Book Co., and the 
place to where it moved were not mentioned. 
But it was interesting to note that the date on 
the spine was, “April, 189-,” the final numeral 
having been rubbed out. The important thing 
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to ascertain was the identity of the last fig- 
ure. 

A trip to the office of the County Clerk would, 
on first appearances, seem to be nothing more 
than a litdc unnecessary running about, if one’s 
purpose was to establish a first edition; but, 
nevertheless, this blunt-walled harbor of for- 
gotten documents was the hiding place of a 
bibliographic secret. It produced for examina- 
tion the certificate of incorporation of the Home 
Book Co., which turned out to be a revelation. 
It very effectively did away with that company’s 
edition of A Tillyloss Scandal. 

The Home Book Co. was founded by Frank F. 
Lovell, with Charles Lovell, his brother, and a 
person named Searles as co-signers of the incor- 
poration papers. The date was October i6, 1893. 
Later I had the pleasure of meeting and convers- 
ing with Frank Lovell and he told me he had 
managed the Empire Publishing Co. for the 
United States Book Co., but when the latter went 
into the receiver’s hands and John Lovell was 
dismissed he, Frank, left the concern also and a 
few months later formed the Home Book Co. at 
the address of the old John W. Lovell Co. on 
Worth Street. No books were published or 
planned under this imprint until after the sign- 
ing of the papers. The pre-dating of A Tillyloss 
Scandal was in keeping with a practice of the 
times, an expedient which kept the publisher 
within the postal laws. 
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Another publication of the Home Book Co. was 
a number of short novels in a series called Fifty 
Two Novels A Year. The mast-head of one of 
these novels, which is in my possession^ is “copy- 
righted, 1892,” while the date of issue reads, 
“Saturday, May 6, 1893.” Mr. Lovell purchased 
the plates for these novels and no typographical 
changes were made. This is mentioned simply 
because it was explained by Mr. Lovell, and be- 
cause it will do away with possible confusion in 
case a collector, owning one of the “Fifty Two,” 
should be led to think that the Home Book Co. 
did actually publish prior to October 16, 1893. 
In other words, the date means absolutely noth- 
ing. 

In conclusion I offer the following communica- 
tion from Mr. Charles Martel, Chief of the Cata- 
logue Division of the Library of Congress, as 
definite proof of the point of issue of A Tillyloss 
Scandal: “Referring to address of publisher of 
A Tillyloss Scandal by J. M. Barrie: Imprint: 
New York / Lovell, Coryell & Company / 43, 45 
and 47 East Tenth Street; back cover: TTie 
Works of J. M. Barrie (7 titles). Registered by 
U. S. Book Co. March 17, 1893. Respectfully, 
Charles Martel Chief, Cat^ogue Division.” 

Therefore, the first issue of the first edition of 
A Tillyloss Scandal has the publisher’s address, 
43, 45 and 47 East Tenth Street. 

According to publisher’s announcements, the 
book was also issued in cloth. It was the custom 
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of the day because of the prevailing practice of 
piracy, to rush the paper copies through the 
printery and bindery in an effort to get them 
quickly delivered to newsdealers as a means of 
standardizing the market. In the case of A 
Tillyloss Scandal, there are a few copies in 
blue cloth, bearing the East loth St. address. 
Therefore, copies in cloth have to be regarded 
as coming after the first paper copies, but prior 
to the paper copies bearing the East i6th St. ad- 
dress. These latter arc not, then, properly speak- 
ing, second issues. 

The second issue of the first edition will have 
to be recognized in the cloth copies containing 
the East loth St. address. These were bound 
in dark blue cloth, chiseled edges, lettered in 
gold on the spine: A / Tillyloss / Scandal / J. 
M. Barrie / Lovell, Coryell / & Co. Gilt top, 
edges trimmed. The same sheets as were used 
in the first issue. 

The Tillyloss Scandal which disputed the Lov- 
ell, Coryell issue was published by the Home 
Book Co., in the latter part of 1893, in yellow 
paper covers, the “Premium Library,” No. 3. 
There arc two forms of this issue, one contain- 
ing It and one without It. The order of the con- 
tents is different from the Lovell edition and 
one story. The Minister's Gown is contained in 
the series entitled Ufe in a Country Manse. 
The story had, of course, nothing to do with 
the original “Manse” stories, and it was an 
error to have included it with them. The “Ex- 
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moor Edition” in dark red cloth is also a prod* 
uct of the Home Book Co., as is another copy in 
green cloth. 

Frank Lovell possessed four sets of duplicate 
plates and he sold three of them to Donahue of 
Chicago who published A Tilly loss Scandal in 
brown (?) cloth; Hill in Chicago who pub- 
lished it in green decorated cloth; the Mershon 
Co. in Rahway, New Jersey, who got it out in 
cloth and in paper, in 1899, “Holly Library,” 
No. 82. Of these editions, which I have been 
able to examine, none has contained It. 

The Donahue, Henneberry Co. of Chicago pub- 
lished from the Frank Lovell plates which were 
sold to Donahue; and the American Publishers 
Corporation issued the “Linwood edition” in 
cloth from the Lovell, Coryell plates. J. S. 
Ogilvie used the Lovell plates to issue the book 
in the “Sunset Series,” no. 256.

Note: Two of Them is one of the most curious of 
all the unauthorized American editions of Bar- 
rie. According to record it was first published 
in paper covers only. Due to the fact that it 
contains mosdy material previously printed in 
An Auld Licht Manse and A Tillyloss Scandal 
it is not surprising that it was not widely 
printed. Although enjoying an unmolested 
trade Lovell, Coryell did not make a great suc- 
cess of it. 

From a standpoint of book-making it at least 
reveals the tendency of publishers to make use 
of an author’s name; in other words, “look to 
their gate receipts.” In this case it is much 
more evident than in the instances of the two 
former miscellaneous collections, from which 
its subjects were taken. 

Another point of interest is the publisher’s ad- 
dress, 5 and 7 East 16th Street, which, before it 
was definitely proved, was the basis for the 
theory that Lovell, Coryell moved. The previ- 
ously mentioned announcement of the receiver 
and the publication of Two of Them at the 
above address coincide very nicely, one follow- 
ing on the heels of the other. 

Two of Them was also published by Lovell, 
Coryell, (1893) in blue cloth, with a reduced 
representation of the frontispiece on the front 
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cover. The original sheets were used. The same 
sheets were used a few years later for an edi- 
tion in red ribbed cloth; Lovell, Coryell, 310- 
318 Sixth Ave. J. S. Ogilvie used the Lovell 
plates to issue the book in the “Sunset Scries,” 
No. 257.

Company. Although the text bears a greater re- 
semblance to the text of the Home Book Com- 
pany’s Tillyloss, it is a matter of record that 
Ogilvie published A Tillyloss Scandal in the 
“Sunset Series,” No. 256, from plates rented 
from the United States Book Company (Lovell, 
Coryell). In support of this theory there is no 
record that Allison ever acquired plates from 
the United States Book Co.; and the fact that he 



died in the Spring of 1893 means nothing, for 
his business continued for some years. 

If the theory which has been advanced is ac- 
ceptable, the order of appearances of Life In A 
Country Manse outside of collections would be: 
Ogilvie, Allison and Neely, the last named be- 
ing the first and only one to bring it out by 
it^f.

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PRICES AND PRICE TRENDS 


One of the most pleasing characteristics of col- 
lectors is their inherent tendency to explore. 
They are forever digging and poking about, 
with the result that they uncover, every now 
and then, new and previously unrecorded works 
of the authors they covet. Privately printed and 
fugitive pieces do not escape their attention; 
anonymous and even unacknowledged works 
are extracted from remote hiding places to be 
examined and given shelf-room. This aptitude 
for making discoveries has the effect of perpet- 
uating interest in an author and portends his 
graduation from the ranks of those who are 
sought only casually to those who command a 
premium. It is usually a wholly justified and 
dignified rise. 

The recent rise in prices of first editions of 
the works of Sir James M. Barrie shows clearly 
the position he occupies in the minds of col- 
lectors. In an interview published a short time 
ago in the Strand Magazine, no less an authority 
than Mr. T. J. Wise selected Barrie as one of 
the three modern British authors most likely 
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to survive. This selection placed Barrie beside 
Hardy and Shavsr, and it offers very good testi- 
mony that his books contain those sturdy quali- 
ties necessary to endurance. 

Actual prices of Barrie first editions have ad- 
vanced with an almost unprecedented rapidity 
in the last three years. In 1927 a New York book- 
seller catalogued When A Man’s Single for 
$50.00 and A Window In Thrums for $45.00. 
He also listed Sentimental Tommy at $7.50 and 
Walter London at $5.00. Such prices were well 
within the limits of the collector of moderate 
means and those who took advantage of them 
must feel gratified when they realize that today 
When a Man’s Single is catalogued for $500.00. 
One must part with $350.00 to purchase A Win- 
dow in Thrums. Wd}{er London is usually 
listed at $50.00 or $60.00, while the first issue of 
Sentimental Tommy brings $75.00 as above 
$30.00 for the second issue. 

Such a rise can only be a further tribute to 
Barrie, for the books so valued reveal him in 
three entirely different phases of his literary 
development. When A Man’s Single and Sen- 
timental Tommy are novels. A Window In 
Thrums is a series of short sketches and Walter 
London is a play. 

As for American pirated editions, the writer 
does not offer his opinion alone that they have 
not yet reached their highest point of evalua- 
tion. Collectors and booksellers alike look upon 
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them with regard. The fact that Barrie has dis- 
owned all pirated editions of his works, coupled 
with the stories of their publication, makes them 
all the more interesting. Barrie’s work was cer- 
tainly manhandled during the “nineties.” Not 
content with simply publishing without his con- 
sent, the pirates cut up his writings and shu£ 9 ed 
and sorted them as if they were so many playing 
cards. And, although publishing methods of the 
day were unethical, the collector cannot now be 
otherwise than gratified. To him the result has 
justified the means. American first editions of 
A Tillyloss Scandal, An Auld JJcht Manse, A 
Powerful Drug, The Little Minister, Life In A 
Country Manse and Two of Them are a few of 
the results, and each is in the $100.00 to $200.00 
class. Indications seem to point to their going 
even higher. Collectors are on the watchout for 
Barrie pirated editions and they have a good 
right to be. A fairly complete collection of these 
works places the owner in the peculiar position 
of knowing more about Barrie’s books th^ 
Barrie does himself. There is considerable satis- 
faction in that alone.

Titles have been arranged chronologically. 
With a few exceptions, prices have been taken 
from auction records and booksellers’ cata- 
logues. Unless otherwise noted, it may be con- 
strued that records are from 1929 or 1930 sales. 
Where no record of sale has come to the com- 
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piler’s attention a conservative estimate has been 
made. The letter (A) signifies Auction price; 
(B) signifies Bookseller’s price; (£) signifies 
Estimated price. Prefaces, introductions, and 
forewords by Barrie are not included. The 
prices listed after each title are not designated to 
indicate the number of times the books have 
come up for auction nor how frequently cata- 
logued by booksellers.

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ADDENDA 
Canadian Editions 

Due to the practice of piracy on the part of 
American publishers it was not good business 
policy for Canadians to issue works by British 
authors. Parliamentary law protecting authors 
stipulated that a publisher must secure an au- 
thor’s permission and pay him twelve and 
one-half percent royalty. The cost of production 
was too great to permit Canadian publishers to 
compete with Americans who were forced to 
pay no royalty and at the same time were at 
liberty to forego direct relationship with the 
author. 

With strict regard to Barrie the only Cana- 
dian editions of his books brought to the com- 
piler’s attention are The Little White Bird 
1902 and Tommy and Grizel 1900, published 
by Copp, Clark in Toronto. Some others bear 
the imprint of Hodder and Stoughton, Toronto 
and London. These books were, however, is- 
sued after piracy in America had ceased, and 
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in no single instance did one of them precede 
the English or American edition. 

It will be of interest to mention that about 
1867 John W. Lovell’s father left Montreal and 
went to London for the purpose of securing a 
repeal or modification of the law governing 
payment of royalty upon receiving an author’s 
sanction to publish his book. What he actually 
sought was the right to publish with or with- 
out the author’s consent. Needless to say the 
proposal was flatly denied. Mr. Lovell returned 
to Montreal and in 1869 he established a com- 
plete book plant at Rouses Point, a little 
town situated in the northern part of New 
York, close to the Canadian border. Obviously 
the idea was to monopolize the Canadian 
market and also gain an inroad into the Ameri- 
can market. 

Competition was too keen, however, and 
after a little more than two years the elder 
Lovell gave the plant to John W. Lovell who 
immediately began his career as a book pub- 
lisher, definitely removing to New York city 
in 1873.
